Sir :—The report of this Commission for the six months ending De- 
cember 31st 1902 being more of a supplement to the report for the year 
ending June 3oth, 1902, and also for the purpose of making requisition 
to the Legislature for necessary appropriation for the work of this 
Commíssion, consequently there does not appear all of the land trans- 
actions for that period. Therefore in order to make as clear a report 
as possible, I beg to submit you one for the year ending June 3oth, 
1903. 

This Commission is still being represented in the various land dis- 
tricts by the same gentlemen as appear in my report for the year end- 
ing June 3oth, 1902.

In making the above leases we were careful to impose conditions for the protection of our forest, the 
leases oi which are separate from those that are classed as agricultural, and grazing lands, and also con- 
ditions for the taking up of such portions as might hereafter be desired or settlement, in cases where a 
chance existed that the land might be needed for such purpose, and in all cases the question of proper 
rental to be required and the general advisability of the lease was speciallv considered.

Surveys of Public Lands for settlement and other purposes have 
been pushed, and the Survey Department taxed to its utmost capacity, 
with the result that the subdivision of several desirable tracts of land 
have been completed and opened during the year. 

Surveys of the following tracts of lands are in the course of com- 
pletion: f 

Kamaole, Kula, Maui; Alae, Kula, Maui; Omaopio, Kula, Maui; 
Wailua-Keanae, Koolau, Maui; Laupahoehoe, 2 tracts, Hilo, Hawaii: 
Honomu, Hilo, Hawaii; Waiahole, Koolau, Oahu. 

Contemplated: Waimea, Kohala, Hawaii; Waiakoa, Kula, Maui; 
Hanalei, Kauai. ' 

Lands laid out during the period have been those lying principally 
between the 8oo and 2500 feet, which we felt was suited to general 
farming purposes. Lands at higher elevations required less expense 
in the way of clearing, and where the soil and climate seems specially 
adapted to the raising of general farm produce. 

À limited amount of land of this nature is at the disposal of the 
government and it is hoped that in this direction some opportunity may 
be found for persons of limited mean. 

. À large area of public lands too rough for other cultivation, but 
With soil and climate suited to growth of Rubber trees, Sisal etc, is 
found on nearly all of the islands. The establishment of this or some 
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kindred industrv would give new value to public lands large in amount 
and now practically unused. 

Of the 203 holdings taken up during the year over 2-3 of same were 
taken up by white settlers, or 146 in number—the balance by Ha- 
waiians. In the matter of alloting lots to settlers, no distinction is 
made ,only they must have the necessary qualifications and are Ameri- 
can citizens. 

In conclusion I wish to state that this office will use its best en- 
deavors in every way possible to settle our public lands with desirable 
settlers, and will encourage by literature and otherwise the migration 
of American farmers.
